First Call Information; 

On October 26, 2017, about 1347 hours. Nurse Nesheiwat reported the death of Miguel Gomez, a 37 year 
old Hispanic male. Gomez was previously diagnosed with 

Gomez’s brain death was determined at the Stanford Health Care-Valley Care Hospital in the 
City of Pleasanton. For purposes of clarity, Miguel Gomez will be referred to as Gomez in this report; all 
other involved parties with the surname of Gomez will be referred to by their given name. The following 
information was learned through conversations with Santa Rita Jail staff, Stanford Health Care-Valley 
Care Hospital staff and the staff of Donor Network West. 

On October 23, 2017, about 2054 hours, Gomez was found hanged at the Santa Rita Jail in his single 
occupancy jail cell located within Housing Unit 23. Deputies who found Gomez hanged called for 
emergency medical personnel and removed a bed sheet ligature from around Gomez’s neck. Gomez 
received life saving medical care at the jail before being transported to Stanford Health Care-Valley Care 
Hospital. 

About 2142 hours, Gomez was admitted to the hospital emergency room and life saving care continued. 
Gomez was later determined to have suffered Gomez 

was placed on a ventilator pending brain death determination. 

On October 26, 2017, about 1000 hours. Dr. Hu pronounced Gomez’s first brain death. 

About 1310 hours. Dr. Yee pronounced Gomez’s second brain death. (SS1832) 


Sergeant R. Macintire, Lieutenant D. Vandagriff, and Lieutenant J. Johnson were notified of Gomez’s in 
custody death. (AG#1303) 


Medical Summary: 

Gomez was found hanged and unresponsive in his jail cell. CT scans later revealed Gomez suffered an 

Doctors Hu and Yee independently determined Gomez’s 
brain death at Stanford Health Care-Valley Care Medical Center in Pleasanton. Gomez was kept on a 
ventilator pending authorization by family for organ donation. (SS1832) 


Description of the Death/ Injury Scene: 

On October 26, 2017, about 0100 hours, Gomez's first brain death was declared by Dr. Hu. Gomez’s 
second brain death was declared at 1310 hours, by Dr. Yee. Both examinations were performed at the 
Stanford Health Care-Valley Care Medical Center, 5555 West Las Positas Boulevard, Pleasanton. Gomez 
had hanged himself at the Santa Rita Jail, Housing Unit 23, Cell 22, located at 5325 Broder Boulevard, 
Dublin. (SSI832) 
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Body Identification: 

I (Sobrero) located Miguel Velasquez Gomez’s California Identification Card^^^^^B- I compared 
Gomez’s photograph and physical descriptors to the decedent and they appeared to match. (SS1832) 


On Tuesday, October 31, 2017, a fax was received from the Alameda County Sheriffs Office-Central 
Identification Bureau (CIB) confirming that the fingerprints taken from the decedent were compared to . 
the fingerprints associated with Person File Number; with the name Miguel Gomez and the date 

of birth: May 28, 1980, from the records and files of the Alameda County Sheriffs Office. The 
fingerprints were identified to have been made by the same person. (KE1917) 


Next of Kin Investigation: 

On Thursday, October 26, 2017, about 1710 hours, I (Sobrero) spoke with Newark Police Detective A.

by Martinez, m did not answer and I left a voice mail requesting a call back. (SSI832) 

About 2005 hours, called back and I explained the purpose of my call. said he would get 
contact information for Gomez’s mother in^^^B (SS832) 

About 2330 hours, provided the following contact information for Gomez’s mother, 

lived in^^^^l ^^e city alone and her telephone 

number was unknown. ^^^B ^ small town, and^^^l would be known to the local police

On Friday, October 27, 2017,1 (Sobrero) contacted Alameda County Sheriffs Deputy Rose Lopez by 
telephone. Dep. Lopez was Spanish speaking and very familiar with the Coroner’s Bureau’s policies and 
responsibilities. Deputy Lopez agreed to contact the Moyaha Police Department to request an officer 
notify of Gomez’s death. (SS1832) 
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About 1631 hours. Deputy Lopez told me was advised of Gomez’s death. was traveling 

to California to view Gomez and make his funeral arrangements. was disabled and^^ was 

assisting with travel arrangements. (SSI832) 



About 1800 hours, I (Sobrero) confirmed all pertinent Sheriffs Office supervisors had agreed to allow 
Gomez’s family to visit him at the hospital. I learned deputies were no longer guarding Gomez at 
Stanford Health Care-Valley Care Medical Center (VCMC). I aske d Deputy L opez to provide a time line 
so Donor Network West (DNW) and hospital staff could prepare for^^^l arrival. (SSI 832) 


About 1830 hours, I advised DNW representative, Jaclyn Manzanedo of the notification and 
travel plans. (SSI832) 

^^^■w^tentatively scheduled to arrive at VCMC on Saturday, October 28, 2017, about 1300 hours to 
view^^^J and meet with representatives of DNW regarding organ donation. (SSI 832) 


On Saturday, October 28, 2017, Gomez’s family arrived at VCMC to view Gomez and discuss organ 
donation. Gomez’s family refused to authorize organ donation and Gomez was subsequently removed 
from the ventilator. Gomez’s cardiac death occurred shortly after life support was discontinued. Gomez 
was removed firom medical therapy, placed in a body bag and moved to the morgue. (SS1832) 

Other Agency Reports: 

The Alameda County Sheriffs Office documented this incident in police report #17-018646. (SS1832) 

I downloaded an approved copy of the police report and placed it in the case file. (SSI 832) 

Property and Evidence: 

On Friday, October 27, 2017, about 2336 hours, I (Sobrero) issued Coroner’s receipt #38600 to Santa 
Rita Jail Commanding Officer, Lt. L. Delbridge, for Gomez’s property and related custody documents. 
Two notes written in Spanish were recovered from Gomez’s jail cell by deputies. The notes were 
believed to be letters of intent written by Gomez. Deputies had placed the letters into evidence at the 
Santa Rita Jail. Persormel authorized to access the evidence lockers were not on duty and I was unable to 
obtain the letters at this time. (SSI832) 

On Monday, November 06, 2017, the suspected letters of intent were delivered to the Coroner’s Bureau 
after several days spent locating the person with authority to release them. I (Sobrero) had the letters

Investigative Details: 

On Friday, October 27, 2017, about 2100 hours, I (Sobrero) arrived at the Santa Rita Jail (SRJ) to 
document Gomez’s injury scene and recover documents and property. I met with Lieutenant L. Delbridge 
and he escorted me to the records office where I obtained records documenting Gomez’s movement at 
SRJ from booking through transportation to the hospital. 

About 2200 hours, I entered Housing Unit (H/U) 23. H/U 23 houses protective custody inmates and was 
configured to confine two inmates together in a single secured cell. Gomez was confined alone in Cell 
22. Gomez was found alone and hanged in Cell 22. Cell 22 was located on the east side of the housing 
unit on the bottom fier in close proximity to the wall that splits the housing unit in half The view of Cell 
22 from housing control was not obstructed by any permanent objects. A clear glass window in the cell 
door allowed observation of the interior of the cell. The interior of the cell was relatively unremarkable. 

I saw a pencil drawn image on the wall above the fixed concrete table. The image appeared to be the face 
of a cat. The deputies assigned to the housing unit could not tell me if Gomez had drawn the image. I 
found no further writings or images inside the cell. Two sporks, two mattresses, a damaged car magazine 
and an opened clear plastic jail issued lunch sack were the only removable items remaining in the cell. I 
did not see evidence of any blood or body fluid. I took several digital photographs of Cell 22 and the 
pertinent pages of the housing unit log book (Red Book) in housing control. The Red Book documented 
jail staffs response to Gomez’s hanging. I was given a commissary invoice showing Gomez’s remaining 
balance of that was previously designated for telephone access. The invoice was entered into 

CME and placed in the overnight security box in intake. 


About 2300 hours, I arrived at the Watch Commander’s Office and inventoried Gomez’s property. 1

Gomez had several court appearances at the Fremont Hall of Justice and the East County Hall of 
Justice before his death. Gomez last attended court on Monday, October 16,2017, in Department 112 at 
the East County Hall of Justice. The court date was set for Gomez to enter a plea to the charges he faced. 
Gomez pled innocent in Department 112 and a future court date was set for Thursday, November 09, 
2017. (SS1832) 


On Saturday, October 28, 2017, about 2300 hours, Deputy J. Marshall and I (Sobrero) arrived at VCMC 
to recover Gomez’s blood specimens, medical records, and body. I met with the house supervisor who 
led me to Gomez’s body in the morgue. Gomez was on a metal gurney inside a white body bag marked 
with his name and medical record number. I opened the body bag and found Gomez lying supine dressed 
in a hospital gown. Medical therapy, and evidence of medical injection and treatment were observed; I 
did not immediately see any visible signs of trauma. I looked for evidence of hanging around Gomez’s 
neck. Because Gomez was substantially overweight, the ligature mark on his neck was concealed in a 
deep horizontal neck fold. I manipulated the tissue above and below the fold to expose the ligature mark. 
I could see discolored tissue around the front and sides of the neck. The discolorization was definitely 
more noticeable on the right side of the neck under the right ear. The mark angled upward from the throat 
towards the right ear and was consistent with hanging. The ligature in this case was a dark blue cotton 
bed sheet. Deputies said the bed sheet was tied around the upper bunk bed frame to form a loop. The 
hanging portion of the loop was twisted to form a figure eight into which Gomez placed his head. The 
mark I observed around Gomez’s neck was consistent with having been made by the cotton sheet when 
used as described. Deputy Marshall took several digital photographs of Gomez to document his 
condition. I prepared Gomez for transportation and placed him info the Coroner’s van. Gomez’s blood 
specimens and medical records were collected and I issued the nursing supervisor a receipt for all of the 
items. 

On Sunday, October 29, 2017, about 0120 hours, we arrived at the Coroner’s Bureau and processed 
Gomez into the morgue where intake photographs were taken. The cotton bed sheet ligature, Gomez, 
Gomez’s clothing, and Gomez’s blood specimens were placed into refrigeration. The case photographs 
were downloaded to a CD/R and placed in the case file. (SS1832) . 

On Monday, October 30, 2017, about 0900 hours. Coroner’s Bureau Chief Pathologist, Doctor Michael 
Ferenc performed Gomez’s complete autopsy. Dr. Ferenc ordered toxicology testing on 5 vials of blood 
recovered from the VCMC laboratory and documented Gomez’s eause of death as “Complications of 
asphyxia” and “Hanging” both with intervals from onset of “Days”. 

On Tuesday, October 31, 2017, Central Valley Toxicology (CVT) performed a complete drug screen on 
Gomez’s blood samples. CVT’s toxicology report documented no com m on acidic, neutral or basic drugs 
or ethyl alcohol was detected in the blood samples the Coroner’s Bureau supplied. (SSI 832) 
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On Sunday, December 03, 2017,1 (Sobrero) reviewed Gomez’s case file for the purpose of determining 
the marmer of Gomez’s death. After reviewing the documents gathered during my investigation, I 
confirmed the circumstances of Gomez’s death were consistent with self inflicted injury which eventually 
led to death. Gomez’s death was mannered a suicide. (SS1832) 

Supervisor Review: 

On December 4, 2017,1 (Sgt. D. Dixon) reviewed this case for closure. The report was complete and I 
concurred with the findings. I consider this case closed. (djd863)

1 CIRCUMSTANCES OF DEATH 

2 This 37 year-old gentleman, a Santa Rita Jail inmate, was

6 atrial fibrillation with a rapid ventricular response until

79 HEPATOBILIARY SYSTEM: The liver is soft, 2820 grams,
